Admiral Seymour's force Is about ten miles 
from Tien Tsin. Itis surrounded by Chinese .

Nome, Alaska, June 8,. via Seattle, June 26. 
—More complete and definite returns have 
been received concerning the rich strike at 
Topukuk, fifty-five .miles. below Nome. 
There seems no reason to doubt that this is. 
one of the greatest strikes ever made in this 
vicinity, as important as the strike at Nonie. 

Though the discévery at Topukuk is of 
comparatively recegt date, many. have 
struck it rich already, and several individ- 
ual fortunes running as high as $25,000 have 
been taken out. Parties of two or three 
working with ordinary rockers, it is said, are 
taking out $1,000 a‘day. It is estimated that 
one stretch of beach 600 feet long by an aver- 
age of ninety feet ‘in width has yielded 
$475,000 within the last few weeks.

Taken to Hospital, Where She Was 
Alive at Midnight—Tragedy Due to 
 G@rtet Over Loss of Husband—Leaves 
Letter ‘to Sister, with Whom Ste 


Is 


Have Been Demented—Was Person 


Mrs. Myra Conkling was found lying .un- 
conscious by the side of her dead 9-year-old 
son in the Cobden apartment building, Bel- 
den avenue and Clark street, yesterday 
morning at 11 o’clock. The gas jet In the 
room was open and a letter was found tell- 
ing of Mrs. Conkling’s desire to die and to 
take hér son with her. The letter was ad- 
dressed to her sister, Mrs. Ida Ball, with 
whom she lived. At 7 o'clock last evening 
Mrs. Conkling was taken to the German- 
American Hospital. At midnight she was 
still alive. 

There are many things that have not been 
explained tn the tragedy. Mrs. Ball was 
away from the building when her sister was 
found, having. gone to Englewood on Mon- 
day night to vieft friends. She did not re- 
turn until, after T o'clock last evening. The 
only motive that Mrs. Ball could assign for 
her sister’s act was her grief for her hus- 
band, who died four years ago. Mrs. Ball 
was almost prostrated and would say but 
little, 

Boy Finds the Note. 

The only person in the apartments on 
Monday night besides Mrs. Conkling and her 
son was Mrs. Ball's son, Owen, a bright lit- 
tle fellow of .8 years. He slept in a rear 


in a small bedroom adjoining the front room. 
When Owen awoke yesterday morning he 
found a note pinned to his aunt’s door, which 
read: 


Owen: Do not, come in the room. Call Mrs, 
Shaw. Good-by, Owen, dear. I love you. 

It was then about 9 o'clock in the morning. 
Owen wandered about the rooms for a time 
and, finally went to Mrs. Theodore Shaw's 
rooms and told her that his aunt had left 
a note telling him to call her. With a neigh- 
bor who was calling, Mrs. Shaw went to Mrs. 
Conkling’s apartments. The door was;not 
locked and they entered. 

The room was darkened and the windows 
closed. The odor of the gas was stifling. 
Mrs. Conkling was lying across the bed, 
moaning and tossing, but unconscious. 
Nearest the wall was the little son, John, 
dead. Three physicians were quickly sum-

*“ The mines, on the contrary, are the rich- 
est in the world. The interest at 3 per cent 
on a debt of £100,000,000 is £3,000,000 annually. 
The mines yield £16,000,000 annually, of 
which about one-third is profit on an average, 
This means, if the mimes pay the war debt, 


The shareholders, who live in England, 
France, and Germany, will have to foot thé 
bill. The greatest loss will fall upon the
